Speculating In 


Wheat is harvested once a year. 
Bread is eaten every day. The 
bread we eat wday is probably 
made from wheat grown in 1952 or 
earlier, Py 

Somebody had to own that wheat 
{rum the time it was harvested till 
it finally passed into the hands of 
tne consumers. 

It costs money to own wneat and 
to hold it. In addition to the cost 
of storage, insurance and interest 
on money borrowed, there is always 
the risk that the price might slump 
and the owner might have to sell 
at a loss. 

Of course there is also the possi- 
bility that the price might go up, 
in which case the holder would 
make a profit. 

But the risk is great, so great 
that those who are in the grain 
business and Know it best, feel that 
they can't afford to take it. 

Farmers deliver their wheat to 
the elevators when it suits their 
convenience to do so. They gener- 
ally sell for cash. When the eleva- 
tor companies buy grain from the 
farmers they know it will be weeks 
or even months before they can de- 
liver that grain on a market where 
it can be sold. 

Who will take the risk of owning 
it in the meantime? Not anyone 
in the grain trade. Only the specu- 
lator will do it. 

In the open market where trad- 
in futures is allowed, the specula- 
tor will buy grain for future de- 
livery, making only a marginal 
payment, and undertaking to pay 
the balance when the grain is de- 
livered to him at the time agreed 
on, 

This relieves the elevator com- 
pany of the risk of price fluctua- 
tions while the grain is in its pos- 
sesson. In practice the elevator 
companies sell the grain the very 
day they buy it, and sell it for 
delivery at the time they figure 
they can get it onto the market. 

All milling wheat finds its way 
to the millers. But the millers don't 
buy wheat every day. They buy 
when it suits their convenience. The 
same is true of the exporters who 
buy to sell in other countries. 

Who furnishes the market when 
the farmers want to sell and neith- 
er millers nor exporters want to 
to buy? It is the speculators. They 
buy for future delivery, knowing

that the millers will be buying | 
again later on and they hope to 
make a profit when that time | 
comes. | 

Thus the speculator furnishes a 
market for the farmers’ grain! 
when nobody else is interested in 
buying it. What does he get out of 
it? 

Sometimes he makes a_ profit; 
sometimes he takes a loss. Always 
he gets the excitement that every 
gambler gets out of the game he is 
playing. But repeated investiga- 
tions of the grain market have re- 
vealed the fact that, speaking 
broadly, the speculators lose more 
than they gain. The service they 
render the farmer in providing a 
market for his wheat when no one 
else is buying, is rendered at a loss 
to themselves. 

But all this is what happens in 
the open market. We have no open 
market today and no speculators, 
yet the farmers seem able to sell 
their wheat through the Wheat 
Board just as easily as they did 
under the open market. 

In closing the market and com- | 
pelling all farmers to sell through 
the Wheat Board we have eliminat- 
ed the speculators; but we have not 
eliminated the risk. The price of 
wheat still fluctuates; but the 
fluctuations are not reported in the 
papers, nor is each farmer told 
what his grain sold for 

The Board does not buy the 
farmer's wheat. It acts as_ his 
agent and sells it for him. When 
he delivers it to the elevator he is 
given an initial payment and a 
promise of final settlement when 
the season's operations are com- 


pleted. 
But when making the initial 
payment the Board always holds 


back enough of the value of the 
wheat to take care of any price 
slump that might occur later on. 
Thus it is able to make the 
farmers themselves carry the risk 
of fluctuations. And it does this in 
such a way that the farmers don’t 
know it is being done.

From time to time various or- 
ganizations resort to some method 
of gambling in order to raise 
funds. Sometimes these are for 
charitable purposes, recreational 
buildings and the like. The pro- 
moters resort to these methods be- 
cause they have found that more 
money comes in where some prize 
is offered, and the winner deter- 
mined by chance. 

The House of Commons is con- 
templating an amendment to the 
Criminal Code, so as to legalize the 
holding of lotteries and sweep- 
stakes, presumably for the benefit 
of hospitals and charities. 

Would our local hospital benefit 
from such a scheme of financing? 
Well, hardly. The Irish hospital 
sweepstake turns over only 12's, 
of its gross income for hospitals. 
and the rest goes for promotion 
In Canada, if the $16,000,000.00 
raised in Toronto for the General 
hospital had been raised by a lot- 
tery on the same scale as the Irish 
Hospital Lottery, it would mean 
raising $128.000,000.00. We cannot 
possibly finance our hospitals by 
raising eight times as much as we 
really need. Are we to give serious 
support to a proposal, which if ap- 
plied to the new school in Dids- 
bury, would ask people to contri- 
bute enough money to build seven 
more of the same size, scattered at 
appropriate intervals through the 
town, but only one of which would 
be used. 

The Criminal Code opposes gamb- 
ling, but does make provision for 
raffles for charitable or religious 
purposes. The following churches, 
in the Canadian Council of Church- 
€s, are opposed to this exception 


for ALBERTA’S

and wish it repealed. The Church 
of England in Canada, the Baptist 
Federation of Canada, The Church- 
es of Christ (Disciples), the Evan- 
gelical United Brethren Church, 
the Presbyterian Church in Can- 
ada, The Reformed Bpiscopal 
Church, the United Church of Can- 
ada, the Salvation Army, the Soci- 
ety of Friends, and affiliated mem- 
bers, including the national council 
of the Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.CA., and 
the Student Christian Movement. 
In addition to these churches in the 
Canadian Council of Churches 
there are many others, not in the 
council, also opposed to this pro- 
vision. 

Just to indicate what the law 
states, to which the churches take 
exception, here it is: Section 236, 
6(b), “raffles for prizes of small 
value at any bazaar held for any 
charitable or religious object, if 
permission to hold the same 
been obtained from the city or 
municipal council, or from the 


| mayor, reeve, or other chief officer 


of the city, town or municipality 
wherein AAA bazaar is held, and} 
the articles raffled thereat have | 
first been offered for sale and none 
of them are of a value exceeding | 
fifty dollars.” Not only do they, 
oppose this provision, but the whole | 
principle of gambling.

The annual statements of the 
Muncipal District of Mountain 
View are in the hands of ratepay- 
ers and it is interesting to check 
over the year’s work. 

Mountain View M.D. shows an 
increasing operation with $1,152,- 
170.05 being shown under receipts 
and payments. The municipality 
ended up the year with $44,369.59 
in the bank and cash holdings, af- 
ter starting the year with a balance 
of $73,242.96. ; 

Bducation came in for a large 
share of the tax money with req- 
uisitions amounting to $364,044.72 
Public works accounted for $299,- 
188.10. 

The municipality collected in 
taxes, $712,820.25, over $190,000 of 
which was in arrears. The Muni- 
cipal Assistance Act, provided $84,- 
248.98 and road grants $63,229.00 
Loans of $190,000 were made. 

Reserve for uncollectable taxes 
was set at $3,000 but actual uncol- 
lected taxes for the current year 
were $184,959.6. With taxes on 
forfeited lands and prior year's 
arrears at $82,637.95 the total un- 
collected taxes at Dec. 31, stood at 
$267,597.33. 

This tax picture however is leav- 
ened by the fact that last year the 
municipality collected $190,416.06 
on uncollected taxes of over $265 .- 
000.00, so if the same tax payments 
on arrears are made early this year 
then the uncollected tax picture can 
be considerably brighter. 

Capital expenditures provided 
out of revenue for 1953 accounted 
for $40,696.00. 

One of the pictures which is 
bound to come up but which may 
have a more reasonable explana- 
tion is the amount of repair bills 
on road equipment inventory of 
$234,000. The repair item under 
payments for machinery repairs is

Screenings: During the next few 
months farmers will be transport- 
ing screenings cleaned from seed 
grain or bulk screenings to be used 
Qs livestock feed. Many weed seeds 
will be scattered along the road- 
ways if they are transported in an 
uncovered truck. These seeds are 
light and the air currents flowing 
over an open truck box will lift 
many of them off. They may fall 
on crusted snow and drift with the 
snow from the road onto cultivated 
fields, 

Regulations under the Noxious 
Weed Act require that each person 
who intends to haul screenings 
from the cleaning plant to the 
farm will need a permit to do so 
or else leave themselves open to 
prosecution under the provisions of 
the Noxious Weed Act. 

All screenings should be trans- 
ported either in a tight grain box 
well covered with a tarpaulin or in 

who are feeding 
screenings to livestock must have a 
feeding permit from the field 
supervisor or weed inspector for the 
area, or from the Field Crops 
Branch, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture. Such a permit will 
not be issued unless the animals 
are fed in a proper enclosure and 
confined to a relatively small area. 

We spend many dollars every 
year fighting weeds on farm lands. 
It is estimated that $5.00 per acre 
ner year is spent to contro] weeds 
by chemical and cultural methods. 
This money will have to be spent 
annually if farmers continue to al- 
low weed seeds to be scattered 
freely.

At a recent meeting in Saskatche- 
wan some interesting material on 
smut and seed dressings was pre- 
sented. Here are some of the find- 
ings: 

“Although smut diseases are 
still prevalent and destructive, the 
losses caused by them at present 


with the losses experi 
aghly effective seed disinfectants 
were developed. During the early 
period of agricultural development 
in Western Canada, field of wheat 
with 40 per cent or more of smut 
were not uncommon. Similar loss- 
es occurred in other cereal crops.” 
I only intend, here, to stress the 
importance of seed treatment. I 
have been asked how long can 
treated grain be safely stored and 
the treatment remain effective. 
The following is the report given to 
the meeting referred to above: 
“The standard products, now 
available, appear safe on sound 
seed for periods up to six months, 
if such seed is stored under cool 
conditions, as is usually the case. 
It may be of interest that one well 
known product applied to wheat in 
1950, at 2% unces per bushel, ger- 
minated 90 to 95 per cent when ex- 
amined three years later.”
